RECORD OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING | 
Held in the High School Auditorium 


Millis, Massachusetts, Monday, February 21, 1955 


The Annual Business Meeting of the Town of Millis was held 
Monday evening, February 21, 1955, in the High School Audi- — 
torium, and called to order by the Moderator, Rudolph F. King, 
at 7:30 P. M. 


The Town Warrant calling this meeting was read, which was 
signed by Selectman Morris Mushnick, Horace V. Balkam and 
Michael E. Collins; Attest: Henry J. Cassidy, Constable. 


There being no objections offered, the reading of each Article at 
this time was omitted, to be read and acted upon individually. 


The Annual Town Election of Officers was held in the High 
School Auditorium, Monday, February 14, 1955, at which time and 
place Article 1 of the Warrant was disposed of, which read as 
follows: 


ARTICLE 1—To choose a Moderator for one year, a Town Clerk 

‘ for one year, a Town Treasurer for one year, two Constables for 
one year, one Selectman for three years, one member of Beard of 
Public Welfare for three years, one Assessor for three years, two 
School Committeemen for three years, one Trustee of Public Library 
for three years, one Park Commissioner for three years, one Sewer 
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Commissioner for three years, one Water Commissioner for three 
_ years, one member of the Planning Board for five years, 
whereupon, it was here omitted and business proceeded directly 
_to Article 2. 


ARTICLE 2—To hear and act on the po of Town Officers 
and Committees. 


The Finance Committee called attention to the fact that a number 
of the reports of the various Officers and Committees were exceed- 
ingly brief, especially no mention having been made in the Police 
Department Report of the passing of Police Chief, Mr. Gately; 
whereupon, the following recommendation as amended was offered: 


“That there be a moment of silence in memory of Mr. Gately, 
and that the report of the Selectmen be amended to include 
a memorial page to our late Chief of Police, John M. Gately, 
said page to be included in those volumes of the 1954 report 
which become a part of the Town’s permanent records” 


The citizens assembled then stood in silent tribute for one minute 
in memory of the late Chief of Police, John M. Gately. 


The suggestion was made that before starting proceedings of 
Town Meetings that pledge of allegiance to the flag be given. This 
suggestion was well taken and possibly in the future it might be 
adopted. 


Voted that all reports of the various Town Officers and Commit- 
tees be accepted as printed in the Town Report.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 


the general accounts of the town of Millis for the period from 
September 29, 1953, and of the tax collector’s accounts from Febru-

ary 28, 1954, the dates of the previous examinations, to July 14, 
1955, and submit the following report thereon: I 


The records of financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection were examined, checked, and verified by co 
parison with the books of the town accountant as well as with 
books of the town treasurer. 


The town accountant’s ledgers were analyzed for the period 
covered by the audit, and the recorded receipts were checked with 
the treasurer's books, while the recorded payments were checked 
with the treasurer's books and with the treasury warrants. = 
appropriations and loans authorized were checked with the town 
clerk’s records of town meetings, while the transfers from the re- 
serve fund were compared with the records of the finance com- 


mittee. 


The necessary adjusting entries as a result of the audit were 
made, and a balance sheet showing the financial condition of the - 
town on July 14, 1955 was prepared and is appended to this report. 


It is again recommended that whenever a department sends — 
out bills for collection the accountant be notified immediately of © 


the amount so that he may be enabled to enter the charges on 
his books. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined — 
and checked. The cash book was footed, and the recorded receipts 
were compared with the records of the several departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with other sources from which — 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the recorded pay- 


ments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the 
disbursement of town funds.

The cash balance on July 14, 1955 was proved by reconciliation — 


z the bank balances with statements certified by the banks of 
eposit. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 4 
compared with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
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securities and coupons on file. The bond and coupon account was 
reconciled with the statement certified by the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
“ments of the several trust and investment funds in the custody of 
the town treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and the withdrawals being verified. 


g The tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were 
_ examined and checked. The transfers to the tax title account were 

_yerified by comparison with the tax collector’s records, the tax 
titles redeemed were checked with the records of the town treasurer, 
_and the balances were listed and proved with the town accountant’s 
_ records. Further verification was made by comparison with the rec- 
_ ords at the Registry of Deeds. 


The employees’ payroll deductions on account of Federal taxes 
_and the county retirement system were listed and reconciled with 
the respective controls in the town accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The tax and motor vehicle and trailer excise accounts 
outstanding according to the previous examination, as well as all 
_ subsequent commitments, were audited and reconciled. with the 
_ warrants of the assessors, the payments to the treasurer were verified 

_ by comparison with the treasurer’s and the town accountant’s books, 
_ the abatements were proved with the assessors’ records of abate- 
_ ments granted, the transfers to the tax title account were verified, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
town accountant’s ledger controls. 


Attention is directed to Chapter 129, Acts of 1918, “An act 
_ authorizing the Town of Millis to construct a system of sewerage”, 
_ and it is recommended that the provisions of this act be adhered to 
in the construction of sewers and in the levying of the required 
assessments and charges. 


The records of water department charges were checked in 
detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of the previous audit, 
as well as all subsequent charges, were audited and proved, the 
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payments to the treasurer were verified, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and proved with the town accountant’s ledger 
controls. The cash on hand July 14, 1955 was proved by actual 


count. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, motor vehicle and trailer 
excise, sewer assessment, and water accounts was made by mailing — 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books — 
as owing money to the town, and from the replies received it would 
appear that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The town clerk’s records pertaining to dog and sporting 
licenses issued were examined and checked, the payments to the — 
town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game being 
verified. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the books and ac- 
counts of the board of selectmen and the sealer of weights and 
measures, as well as of the library and school departments, and all 
other departments collecting money for the town, were examined, — 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The surety bonds on file for the several town officials required 
by law to furnish them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing reconcilations of the treasurer's and tax collector's 
cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, tax title. 
tax possession, departmental, and water accounts, as well as sched- 


ules showing the condition and transactions of the trust and invest- — 
ment funds.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Millis, Mass., January 9, 1955. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


The Planning Board held twenty-eight (28) meetings during 
1955. Three Public Hearings were conducted concerning two Sub- 
Divisions. (The application of Huna Rosenfeld’s for 49 houses on 
Orchard Street; the application of Alexander H. Harcovitz for a 
Sub-Division of 30 houses bounded by Village and Plain Street). 
The second and third Public Hearing were held in the new Brown 
Elementary School for the purpose of introducing a regional zoning 
plan, now in existence, in many neighboring towns. This idea met 
with varied opposition. 


_ At this time (121) one hundred and twenty-one permits have 
been issued for new home construction and alterations. 


The Board, after careful consideration, suggest that the town 
amend Section V of the Protective By-Law of the town by striking 
therefrom subsections 5-2, 5-3 and 5-4, and substituting therefor 
the following: 


5-2 Lot Area. No building lot hereafter laid out for dwelling pur- 
poses in the Town of Millis shall be less than 15,000 square 
feet in area. 


5-3 Lot Frontage. No building lot hereafter laid out for dwelling 
purposes in the Town of Millis shall be less than 110 feet in 
width at the front line of the building or at the line of the 
street on which said building lot fronts. 


5-4 Front Yard. Any building or structure, including roadside 
stands, gasoline pumps and accessory buildings hereafter 
erected shall extend not nearer than 40 feet to the street line 
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in all districts. The Board of Appeals may make exceptions to 
this section upon appeal of written requests if the set-backs 
of buildings on adjoining lots vary from this requirement. 
The above recommendations would insure a proper future growth 
in keeping with the Town of Millis; prevent an over-crowded situa-_ 
tion which can be a financial burden, improved civic appearances; 
reduce the fire hazard: and give the Town a better control on 
sanitary conditions. 
The Board also suggests that the Town of Millis adopt a Build- 
ing Code By-Law for the health, protection and safety of the 
inhabitants. 5 
Similar Codes are practiced in surrounding towns and have 
proved beneficial to the town, as well as to its growing population.

Early in May the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Insect Pest 
Control Department aerial sprayed the town trees and woodlands 
_ for control of the Gypsy Moth. This spray also gave excellent con- 
trol of the Elm bark beetle and leaf eaters. It also helped keep the 
mosquitos to a minimum until we had the heavy flood. 


In late June and early July the Elm trees were sprayed for a 
_ late brood of the Elm leaf beetles. 


Again as in 1954 a scouting and testing of unhealthy Elms dis- 
_ closed fifty-four public Elms afflicted with the Dutch Elm Disease. 
_ These have been removed and burned as ordered by the State. 


All Elm wood and trimmings should be promptly burned, and 
in any event not left on the ground after April 1. 


A good portion of the roadside Poison Ivy was sprayed in 1955.

At a special meeting held on Thursday, April 7, the Board of 
Health met and adopted Board of Health Laws in accordance with 


Chapter 4 of the State Department of Public Health book of 
regulations: 
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Article 3.—No cesspool, septic tank, permanent privy vault 
or other means of sewage disposal shall hereafter be con- 
structed or installed in this town until a permit has first been — 
obtained from the Board of Health. 


Article 4.—No building permit for a dwelling house shall be 
issued until the Board of Health has approved the proposed 
Jot as suitable from a sanitary point of view for human habi- 
tation.

The Trustees’ objective this year was to meet the standards of 
American Library Association by surveying and revising the book 
collection and sponsoring programs for children to stimulate interest — 
in reading. The extensive work on improving the book collection — 
was under the direction of our retiring Trustee, Mrs. Priscilla 
Paine. With the assistance of State Library Extension personnel, all 
books were examined and made as well-balanced and up-to-date as 
possible. Many books were reclassified and whole sections rear- 
ranged to make the system simpler and books more accessible. New 
books were bought to fill in the gaps within the wide range of 
interests of Millis readers and basic reference books and volumes 
of permanent interest were added. 


In the children’s department, the series of Caldecott-Newberry 
Award books has been enlarged, modern editions of children’s 
classics were purchased to replace damaged copies, and a special 
group of books to be used in conjunction with Junior-Senior High 
School English assignments were bought. 


To stimulate children’s reading interest, a series of programs was 
sponsored by the Library for elementary and high school students: 
« summer reading program which attracted 108 readers; special 
visits to the Library by five Junior-Senior High School classes; three 
Assembly programs put on by the Trustees of both schools; theatre 
party for 100 Good Reading Club members; 450 new books bor- 
rowed from State Library Extension Service for special reading 
programs; Saturday story hour for children five to eight years; 


unusual displays at the Library and at both schools during National 
Book Week celebration. 


The Trustees’ plans for the future include the following 
objectives: 


To keep the Library open more hours; 
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To overhaul the card catalog; 

To continue to improve our book collection by adding more 
classics, more reference volumes for school assignments; 

To buy heavy bindings; 

To display cases for timely exhibits; 

To keep up special programs, give help to school children on 
reference work.

SCHOOL LAND INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE '

This is a report of your committee to investigate land for school ~ 
use which was appointed by the Moderator under article 36 at the — 
last Town meeting. 


After much study and careful deliberation we feel that it would 
be most advantageous to have any new school buildings located in 
the same general area as the present schools. There would seem 
to be no need, at least not for some time, to locate schools in outlying 
districts of the town. 


That additional schools will have to be built is a certainty in 
view of the anticipated new home construction and if new schools 
are to be built Millis must own the locations first. The land which 
is available today probably will not be available five years from 


now. Available land is already scarce and desirable land even 
more so. 


Your committee has a program in mind which when completed 
would provide a suitable site for a future school building, and also 


give additional space for recreational facilities to the schools now 
in existence. 


We feel that the acquisition of more land bordering present 
school and park property is a must and sincerely hope that you will 
support the two articles which we have included in the town war- 
rant. The property bordering the park land is especially valuable 
as a possible site for a future building and has had prior approval 
of both state officials and architects. There are also some smaller 


parcels of land which we would advise the town to acquire, if 
possible, in the not too distant future.

Contract was awarded to E. Susi & Williams Corp., Dedham, — 
Mass. Bids were not called for this work until November 19 as the _ 
result of a 16 week delivery schedule mostly caused by the results 
of the recent flood damage, during the late summer months, to many — 
water systems throughout New England. However, pipe could © 
have been obtained last spring after Town meeting, but since it was 
voted that the Town enter into a fifty per cent proposition dividing 
the total cost with the individual desiring the service. It is necessary 
that the Town has funds amounting to fifty per cent before any 
materials can be bought or work accomplished. Therefore, as soon 
as the Town Treasurer received that amount in late September the © 
materials were ordered, but due to the delay previously stated, work — 
could not be started until cold weather and heavy frost had set in. 
It makes it very difficult to do this type work at this time, therefore, 
only about 66% has been finished to date. A ‘stop work’ order has 


been issued to the contractor by the Water Commissioners and work 
will be resumed in the Spring. 


In the future, when the Town passes such an article, a deadline 


should be included in the vote for setting up funds to avoid any 
future delays. 
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We include a letter from our engineers on articles No. 25 and 


No. 26 voted upon at the last Town meeting. 


The air compressor purchased by the Town last year for the use 
of all Town departments, especially the Sewer Dept., has been 
_ placed in the custody of the Water Dept. We have made space in 
our garage for it and means have been applied to our department 
truck for the purpose of towing it. It has been insured and co- 
_ registered with our truck. Since no attachments were purchased 
_ with the compressor it was necessary to obtain $335.00 from the 
finance committee to purchase a pavement breaker and tools for use 
in our work. However, there are many additional attachments that 
would prove useful to all town departments.

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REPORT OF FIRE AND POLICE ALARM SYSTEM COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


In September 1954 the Board of Selectmen appointed this com- 
mittee to investigate the various systems of other Towns im coping 
with the handling of Fire and Police Alarms formerly taken care of 
by the telephone operators in local exchanges that were being done 
away with as the telephone system went on dial. 


We met with the Telephone representatives several times in 
regards to phone services and in each instance we were confronted 
with establishing a central station to accept such emergency calls 
and be able to transmit the audible fire alarm. Our police radio was 
aired from Natick Police Station and in order to contact our police 
cruiser the calls would go through the Walpole exchange to 
Framingham exchange. This system we felt could be improved 
upon especially during an emergency such as the several severe 
storms we experienced when most all phone services gut of town 
were rendered useless. 


A representative of a well known radio company was called in 


for advice as to equipment, etc. needed to maintain a radio system 
within the Town. 


It was unanimously agreed upon at this time that it would be for 
the best interest of all for the Town to establish a central station to 


maintain a two way radio system, fire alarm transmitter and emer- 
gency telephone lines. 


__ The Board of Selectmen accepted this system and presented same 
to you at your February town meeting for acceptance which you did. 


The Selectmen advertised for bids to maintain this system and 
after study of bids received they deemed it to be for the best inter- 
est of the Town to maintain this central station at the Town Office 


and hire the necessary personnel to maintain a twenty-four hour 
watch over same.

Gentlemen: 


You will recall that under date of February 26, 1955, we executed 
_ a contract with your Board for Furnishing Professional Engineering 
Services in Connection with the Construction of an Elevated Water 
_ Tank in the Town of Millis. This contract which included surveys, 
_ detailed design and supervision of construction was set up for a 
lump sum payment of $3,500. We actually began work on this 
contract during the month of April and early May and obtained a 
_ complete topographic survey of the proposed site. A land taking 
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plan was also completed and submitted to the Board and design 
of the elevated water tank was started. 


At your request, we made some additional land surveys of the 
entire triangular Park Department land. This work was not included 
in our Agreement, and it was understood between us that we would 
bill for this work under our customary cost-plus-basis. In early 
May, you advised us that you were having difficulties in obtaining 
the lot and directed us to stop work on design and preparation of 
plans and contract documents pending the submission of a bill to — 
the Legislature. This bill although filed was never acted on prior 
to prorogation. We have kept our time and costs on both the work _ 
which we did under the contract and the extra work which you re- 
quested. It is our present understanding that you would like to be 
billed for our services to date and to abrogate our existing contract 
dated Februay 26, 1955. 


Accordingly, we are enclosing a bill for $529.50 representing that — 
part of the work which we performed under the terms of the con- 
tract. A second charge in the amount of $355.50 represents the

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


We present herewith our report of the Millis Schools for the year 
1955. 


The most noticeable feature of 1955, from the standpoint of the 
School Committee, has been the increase in enrollment. The enroll- 
ment has increased by nearly one hundred pupils over 1954. We 
now have three sections in both the first and second grades and in 
September 1955 your committee was forced to move the sixth grade 
from the new elementary school back to the Junior-Senior High 
School Building. It would appear that next September the fifth grade 
may be forced to return to the old building. The new school has 
been in operation hardly a year and already it is not adequate to 
house the elementary classes. With these facts in mind your Com- 
mittee asks that you seriously consider an article in the warrant 
regarding a possible addition to this building. 


We were again faced with a large number of faculty resignations 
during the summer and in addition to replacing these people it 
was necessary to hire additional teachers. If enrollment continues 
to rise we will need more teachers. It is difficult to say as to how 
much relationship there is between the salary schedule and faculty 
resignations but many communities currently are making substan- 
tial revisions in their salary schedules. 


During the summer a new 54-passenger school bus was purchased 
and put into service in September. This has helped a little, but the 
transportation load increases each month. Your Committee is trying 
to do an honest job in administering this problem. The valid con- 
siderations here are age groups, safety factors on the highway, and 
distance from the school. A few more sidewalks in town on streets 
not far from the school would enable some youngsters to walk to 
school in safety and allow us to give better service to those in the 
outlying districts. Obviously, all youngsters cannot ride the bus, 
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neither can the bus stop at everyone’s front door, but we will 
‘continue to give the best service possible. 


The use of the plant after school hours by various groups and 
_ organizations is increasing all the time. We are happy to make our 
facilities available but do ask that our rules and regulations with 
respect to the use of the school facilities be followed. 


The summer recreation program was well attended and we are 
_ of the opinion that it should be continued as the youngsters seem to 
_ enjoy it. There is a possibility three instructors may be required 
instead of two as in the past. 


The School Committee has been working closely with the Com- 
_ mittee appointed by the Moderator, under Article 36, at the last 
Town Meeting and we would call your attention to their report. 


The increase in the school budget for 1956 is principally due to 
_ the increased enrollment and staff. We also are better able to esti- 
mate our costs on the new school after a year of operation. 


We refer you to the report of your Superintendent of Schools, 
Principals, and faculty members for a more detailed analysis of the 
_ school year. 


We are very pleased to report that our Superintendent of Schools, 
Mr. George C. Roy, has been awarded a degree of Doctor of Edu- 
cation by Calvin Coolidge College and we wish to extend him our 
sincere congratulations on this honor and feel that this is something 

of which the Town can well be proud. 


We wish to extend sincere thanks to Mr. George C. Roy, Super- 
intendent of Schools, for his tireless effort and also the members of 
_ the faculty and staff, various organizations, citizens of the Town of 
Millis, and all others who assisted us in any way during the year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of Millis; 


Herewith I submit my seventh annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. It is the sixty-fourth in a series of school reports and in it 
are incorporated the reports of the principals, supervisors, department 

heads and coaches. 


School Housing 


The new Elementary School was occupied by students for the first 
time on Monday, December 20, 1954. It was formally dedicated with 
‘appropriate public exercises on Sunday, January 9, 1955 under the 
direction of the Building Committee. At the annual town meeting on 
February 21, 1955, the townspeople voted to name the new school the 
_ Clyde F. Brown Elementary School. This certainly is a fitting tribute 
to Mr. Brown who has rendered thirty-two years of service as an edu- 
eational leader in our community. By the vote the School Committee 
“was requested to see that appropriate exercises were conducted to 
formally name the school. The formal naming of the Clyde F. Brown 
School took place on Friday, May 6, 1955 with two appropriate assem- 
blies in the new school, one for the Junior-Senior High and the second* 
for the Elementary pupils. Mrs. Clyde Brown was also present on this 
- occasion and shared honors with Mr. Brown. 


The operation of elementary, junior and senior high school in one 
_ building prior to the opening of the new school actually curtailed the 
school program. This takes us back to the time when consolidation 
was in order. At that time your school authorities recommended and, 
after a vote of the townspeople, carried through to completion the 
present consolidated school. With the enrollment on the increase the 
separation of the two is now practical in Millis. Prior to the opening of 
the new school, the Elementary Unit used the school library for two 
classrooms, and elsewhere in the building it was necessary to divide a 
classroom into two elementary classrooms. The room which is now 
used for Guidance purposes was then used as a classroom. Administra- 
_tion areas were shared. : 


In the Junior-Senior High School section an area that had been 
used for Household Arts was used for study periods and at times it was 
necessary to even move sewing groups into the cafeteria section. The 
danger of having the Household Art activities in the cafeteria area 
troubled many. A few classes at that time were conducted in the 
Women’s Teachers’ Room 
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As this is being written the total enrollment has reached a figure 


of 690, an increase of 107 over the 583 enrolled on October 1, 1954 which ~ 


is an increase of over eighteen per cent. 


It has been necessary with the increase in enrollment to house the © 


sixth grade class in the high school building. In September, 1956, it 


will be necessary to do the following: locate, in addition to the junior- — 


senior classes in the high school, two sixth grades and one fifth grade. 


Next September, in the Clyde Brown School, there will be one room — 


used for kindergarten; three rooms for first; three rooms for sec- 


ond; three rooms for third grades; two fourths; one fifth; making a — 


total of thirteen classrooms. To do the above it will be necessary to 
partition an area on the second floor of the high school so that the room 
may be large enough to carry on classes at the fifth grade level. Room 


No. 5 which does not have sufficient area for the normal activities of _ 


a sixth grade will have to be pressed into use. 


Looking ahead, projections have been made in two ways, the first 
showing the moving of pupils up to the next grade without figuring any 
over-all increase in percentage; the second is figured with an approxi- 
mate 10% increase at the elementary level and 2% increase at the 
junior high level.

The school personnel fee] fortunate that the Clyde F. Brown School 
_ Was ready for occupancy last year. We feel that with the new school 
we have been able to extend our program both in the classroom and in 
the related areas. 


With the number participating in the school lunch program it 
_ would be almost impossible to feed all students in the one area.

We wish success and happiness 
to those who have joined our staff as well as to those who have left. 


Repairs and New Equipment 


Last December when the new Clyde Brown School was opened 
and the elementary pupils left the rooms they had occupied in the High 
School, work was started to set up these areas for junior-senior high 
school use. The temporary partition which had been erected to divide 
the library into elementary classrooms was removed. The custodians, 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. Tabarani, then painted the walls and ceiling of 
the library and it was ready to be used for that purpose after the 
Christmas vacation. The library tables were moved back to their 
original location from the Household Arts room, 
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New type locks were inserted in rooms thereby preventing opening 
of these rooms with the so-called “old fashioned key”. Considerable 
painting of classrooms, corridors, offices, basement floor and eafeter; 
was done by the custodians during the summer. Necessary replacement 
of glass was also handled. : 


Part of the ceiling in the girls’ shower room was replaced. 
stairway leading from the boys’ basement in the front of the bui 
to the first floor landing were replaced. 


Last January after consultation with the Board of Selectmen an 
Acting Chief of Police it was decided to have the crosswalk located next 
to the road leading to the Clyde Brown School. It was felt that - 
sidewalk should be made next to the above road. This was done du 
the summer under the direction of William Cunningham, Superintend- 
ent of Highways, who was hired by the’ Schoo] Committee to do the 
above job along with the parking lot in the rear of the high school. ; 


The tubing of one of the boilers in the High School was replaced 
by C. W. Boiler Manufacturing Company, the lowest bidder. " 


As a result of the heavy rains it was necessary to repair part of the 
driveway in the High School yard. 


Seventy-five movable desk units were bought for the junior high 
school. Four tables were purchased for the Household Arts Depart- 
ment. For Woodworking a power jointer and a wet grinder were pur- 
chased. A four pupil station chemistry unit was purchased. This has 
been needed for some time and should be the basis of building up a 
excellent chemistry laboratory. Two typewriters were purchased 2 
the oldest two typewriters were traded as partial payment. 


Three new tires were purchased for one of our school busses. 
teachers’ desks were purchased from the Concord Reformatory. 


For the safety of all concerned two flood lights were erected 
top of the Clyde Brown School. 


Transportation 


You will recall that last year due to the increased enrollment it was 
necessary to yevise the transportation facilities. Three factors were 
basic in determining the arrangement at that time—grade level, dis- 
ance, and safety factors. We refer you to the chart presented in the 
1954 section of the Town Report, pages 162 and 163 for the details. 


Due to the increase in enrollment since September, it is possible 
that some reorganization of the busses may take place in the near future. 
When and if this is done parents will-be notified. c 


ke ‘ 
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We know that each of you as parents instruct your children regard- 
ing the proper highway safety precautions to be taken particularly in 
_ your own area. Safety is covered in school but the “A B C’s of Safety” 
_ which stand for “Always Be Careful” must be foremost in the minds of 
fs all of us. 


; A few years prior to the present time it was possible to accommo- 
_ date parents who had parties for their children and requested that 
_ pupils living in other sections of the town be transported to their 
homes for these affairs. We are having difficulty to not overload the 
busses now and feel that we must limit bus transportation to the regular 
_ bus pupils. 


; Under the present plan Millis is reimbursed in three equal pay- 
{ ¥ ments by the State, namely one-third each year, for the net cost of the 
3 “new school busses. The delivery of our new 1955 Ford 59 passenger 
_ bus was made after June 30, due to an unavoidable delay, and as a result 
_ the first payment by the state for this account will be made in 1956. 

_ This year it is the desire of the Committee to purchase a 1956 59-passen- 
ger school bus. 


_ Insurance 


fi For the third consecutive school year the $1 per pupil per year 
_ school policy has been offered on a voluntary basis. Any student from 
_ Kindergarten through the senior year in high school is eligible for the 
_ accident insurance at a cost of only one dollar a year. 


by This plan in which participation is entirely voluntary protects the 
_ student during the policy term for injuries received: 


; (1) attending School during the hours and on the days when 
' School is in session, 


(2) traveling directly to or from the Insured Student’s residence 

and the School for such session, coverage not being effective not more 
_ than one hour before the time School begins and not more than one hour 
after the Insured Student is dismissed from School. 


(3) participating in School sponsored activities; except that this 
_ policy does not cover 


(a) injuries resulting from participation in interscholastic sports 
by Insured Students enrolled in grades 9 through 12, including 
regularly scheduled practice sessions therefor or travel to and 
from such contests or practices, 


(b) eyeglasses or prescriptions therefor, 
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(c) dental surgery, service or repair except as provided in Part A, 
(d) air travel except as provided in Part C, 

(e) war or any act of war (declared or undeclared), or 

(£) treatment by any person employed or retained by the Schooi. 


“Tf the Insured Student, because of covered accidental bodily in- 
juries, shall require the services of a registered graduate nurse, treat- 
ment by a physician or surgeon, or any necessary hospital care or 
service the Association will pay for the expense actually incurred for 
such items, provided such expenses are incurred within twenty-six 
weeks from the date of the accident, but in no event shall the total for 
all such items exceed, in the aggregate, $2,500.00 for any one accident: 
except that in case of injury to one or more sound, natural, unfilled 
teeth, the amount payable under this Part A shall not exceed $50.00.” 


In addition this policy covers a phase which we trust we will never 
need. In the event of dismemberment or death, additional payments 
are made. 


We are pleased to report that exactly five hundred (500) are parti- 
cipating in this insurance this year. All payments requested of this 
company have been paid to date. 


Professional Attitude 


During the year teachers, principals, school committee members 
and superintendent have attended several professional meetings relat- 
ing to the various phases of education. These meetings serve not only 
as a meeting place to hear and participate in the numerous educational 
programs but give each of us an opportunity to exchange ideas on 
countless educational topics with those in attendance. 


Interpreting this information in relation to our own school system 
is most valuable. 


By way of example your Superintendent attended the Massachu- 
setts Conference on Education at the University of Massachusetts on 
September 8, 9 and 10. This probably was one of the most outstanding 
conferences on Education in the Commonwealth. About fifteen hundred 
people from all walks of life attended the conference. Six keynote ad- 


ie were given by six outstanding individuals. Topics were as 
ollows: 


Topic I—“What Should Our Schools Accomplish?” 
Topic II—“In What Ways Can We Organize Our Schools More 
Efficiently and Economically?” 
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Topic III—‘‘What Are Our School Building Needs?” 

Topic IV—“Teacher Shortage and Teacher Supply Problems in 
Massachusetts.” 

Topic V—“How Can We Finance Our Schools—Build and Operate 
Them?” 

Topic VI—“How Can We Obtain a Continuing Public Interest. In 
Education?” 


q Some of the agreements concerning the first topic “What Should 
Our School Accomplish?” follow: 


“J. Retarded and Gifted Children deserve special attention with 
care for social development. 

2. Priority must be given to Good Citizenship with Human Rela- 
tions Workshops on the interdependence of man. 

3. More emphasis on Moral values and religious attitudes. 

4. The Teacher, and the Parent also, are the most important 
examples of Citizenship.” 


The second topic relating to organizing our schools more efficiently 
and economically formulated in part the following conclusions: 


“1. Majority felt elementary schools should house 150-800 pupils 


largely upon the tastes of the community. It is a matter of 
local determination. 


; and secondary from 500 up to 1500 with a very strong majority 

; opinion in favor of 300 pupils for both elementary and sec- 

r ondary. 

‘ 2. Emphasis should be placed on the importance of subject matter 

. to determine class size. 

3. Citizens should encourage the support of special projects (e.g. 
' psychiatric services).” 

Topic III which dealt with school building needs made in part the 

: following deductions: 

“1. Schools should be built for community use under proper con- 

j trol and with the school use given priority. 

; 2. What constitutes ‘fads and frills’ in schoo] buildings depends 


) 3. The Massachusetts Public Building Regulations are in need of 
| continuous revision or they affect public school buildings.” 


“Teacher Shortage and Teacher Supply Problems in Massachusetts” 
was topic four. Some conclusions were: 


“1. State teachers colleges and private institutions do not have the 
building facilities and personnel to handle additional enroll- 
ment. 


| 
| 
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2. Group felt standards for teachers should not be lowered. Rais- 
ing of standards annually as planned by state law should at-— 
tract more capable teachers. 

3. Initial salaries should be increased.” 


The financing, building and operating of schools, a problem for all 
communities was topic five. Some conclusions were: 


“J, State should assume more financial aid. : 

2. Federal government should assist financially to a certain ex- 
tent but not interfere with operation. 

3. Group felt state aid should be based on ability of community ~ 
to pay.” 


To maintain the proper continuing public interest in Education, the 
sixth topic, it was felt that the following should be done: 


“1. Local businesses and other organizations should work to de- 
velop an effective public relations program showing the public 
that it has an important investment in publie education. 

2. Pupils should be encouraged to enter the teaching profession. 

3. Lay groups should keep in mind the proper balance—scholas- 
tically and athletically for schoo] programs.” 


Applying Findings Locally 


This year it is highly probable that the local schools will become 
associated with the Youth Guidance Center sponsored by the Framing- 
ham Area Menta] Health Association. This is a step in the right direc- 
tion and we shall secure valuable information for the exceptional child. 


Our elementary enrollment falls within the ideal number and will 
remain so when and if four rooms are added. At the secondary level] it 
is fast approaching the recommended figure of three hundred. ; 


; Millis should be proud of its Clyde F. Brown School. It is func- 
tional and in spite of the heavy rains caused us no difficulty. It was 


erected economically and probably is one of the most economically con- 
structed public schools in the state. 


Teachers are very important in the educational progress. Salaries 
in our general area are factors in hiring teachers. 


Financing, equipping, operating school plants confront all. More © 
funds must come from the local, state or federal levels. Each of you 


may do your part by notifying your representatives at the local, state — 
or national level to carry out your wishes. 


Education is the concern of all. The purposes of education at the

turn of the twentieth century were to impart knowledge and to make 
pupils good. 


Tn the first half of the twentieth century the base of education has 
stretched out greatly. Percentage wise more and more are remaining 
in school. Education today extends into the vocational as well as the 
professional areas. 


A citizenry made up of young men and women who will respect the 
laws with their privileges and obligations is needed. 


Citizens of the town must never forget that education of our youth 
is the business of all, that the strongest defense is the best offense. Stu- 
dents today become tomorrow’s leaders. 


Looking Ahead 
Reading 


Reading, the basis of the three R’s, is the most important subject in 
our curriculum, It is proper to state that every teacher is a teacher of 
reading, whose wish is to instill within the pupils the skills, desire and 
eagerness to understand the printed word. 


Formal reading begins in grade one. After a sight vocabulary of 
approximately fifty words has been acquired, the science of word 
sounds or phonetics is introduced. We are using systematically the 
Hey-Wingo system entitled “Phonics We Use”. Time is set aside for 
Phonics. The science of sounds, or phonetics, cannot be overempha- 
sized. 


Success in school as well as in daily living depends in a large sense 
upon the ability to read with understanding. The ability of a pupil to 
read with comprehension gratifies both pupil, parent and teacher. 


The proper teacher devices such as attractive books, well organ- 
ized plans, attractive reading area, make reading a success for prac- 
tically all. 


Possessing the ability to read fluently and with comprehension 
opens the door to wider and different areas for all. Since it is the 
master key to the various areas it has the highest priority rating as a 
skill subject in our program. 


Plans are being made to engage a teacher specialist in the field of 
Reading who will act as a reading analysist. This individual will assist 
in a program to eliminate as many problems as possible. With this 
service it is hoped that we may reach practically all of the special cases 
which need special attention. 
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Handwriting 


Details are being worked out to incorporate in our program in 
September the “A” Plan of the Rinehart Functional Handwriting 
System for grades 1 - 8. 


Under this plan teachers’ meetings as needed are conducted to 
introduce the program. Every four-week interval a supervisor will visit 
each classroom for the purpose of placing master copies on the black-— 
board, grading informal handwriting at pupils’ desks, and giving gen- 
eral instruction and individual help as time permits and the occasion 
demands. 


The major objectives of the handwriting program will be as follows: 


1. To teach the pupils to read and write both cursive handwriting 
and hand lettering (manuscript). 


2. To predicate all techniques on the idea that the welfare of the 
child is of major concern and that everything possible will be done to 
insure correct posture and angle of vision may be maintained with ease 
and reduce to a minimum the problem of transition from lettering to 
cursive handwriting in the third grade. 


3. To provide expert guidance and consulting service 


4. To insure a tenable handwriting philosophy based on extensive 
research and experience. 


5. To provide adequate instructional and motivational materials 
for teachers and pupils with careful direction and follow-up to see that 
these materials are properly used. 


6. To make adequate provision for individual differences as it 
relates to the handwriting of each child, also to permit teachers to pro- 
ceed at the rate best suited to the class. 


7. To give adequate attention to the left-handed writer and make 


available effective tests to determine the ratio of dexterity in pre- 
scribing for a beginner. 


8. To teach the concomitants of neatness, accuracy and attention to 
detail along with a mastery in technical handwriting. 


9. To achieve and surpass national norms in speed and quality of 
handwriting. 


10. To teach handwriting with a minimum expenditure of time, 
effort and materials without over-emphasis on this special subject. 
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Youth Guidance Service 


Plans are being completed so that the schools will participate in 
the Youth Guidance Service sponsored by the Framingham Area Mental] 
Health Association. Under this plan we shall be able to receive special 
assistance for special cases, 


The services of a psychologist, psychiatrist, and social worker are 
made available by the state without charge. About thirteen communi- 
ties in the area will support an office and clerk to carry on this program. 


Membership — New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools 


Mr. Clyde Brown was informed on December 15th, that Millis High 
School had been elected at the seventieth annual meeting of the New 
England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools to membership 
in the Association by the Secretary-Treasurer, Dana M. Cotton of Har- 
vard University. 


As usual Millis High has also achieved its annual Class “A” rating 
by the State Department of Education. 


How Growth Affects Us 


Increased enrollment has its effects in many ways. Briefly more 
housing facilities are needed as well as additional personnel to prop- 
erly handle the influx. 


More furniture, equipment, books and supplies and transportation 
are needed to properly complete the educational process. 


Provisions must be made in the budget not only for the above to 
accommodate new pupils but to take care of replacement and upkeep. 


Your Land Investigating Committee and School Committee have 
articles in the warrant to cover immediate needs with an addition to the 
Clyde F. Brown School, to consider the possibility of acquiring more 
land for schoo] purposes and to set up a committee to further study 
school needs. 


Finances 


In order to handle properly the increased enrollment which was 
more than a hundred over last year, it was necessary to secure $2500 in 
addition to the school budget. An additional teacher, books, supplies, 
emergency repairs of roof and road along with unexpected plumbing 
needs principally used up the above amount. 
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Under the law when a school bus is damaged it is repaired and paid 
out of the School Budget. The money paid to the schools because of 
this is turned over to the town. This year amounts of $117.29 were han- 
dled in this way, plus $75.00 for a small fire damage. In addition the 
School Committee, after receiving a vote of the Town to do so, con- 
ducted an auction last Spring of old material stored at the Rockville 
School. The $160 realized was turned over to the treasurer.

The names of the nominated four will be presented to the faculty 
for final choice. Each teacher will be given one vote. The student hav- 
g the most votes will receive the School Citizenship Award at 
Graduation. 
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May I call your attention to the table showing the present pupil 
population in our school system by grades? This table shows plainly 
that in June 1956, 20 pupils will be graduating from high school. In 
September 1956 approximately 75 to 90 will be entering school. In such 
case one fifth grade and both sixth grades will be moved to the Junior- 
Senior High School building. We can accommodate this transfer of 
pupils from the Elementary to the Junior-Senior High School, but I 
wish to point out that if such a transfer is made in September 1957, 
it will cause extreme inconvenience, since by 1957 we will not have the 
required number of rooms available to take care of these extra classes. 


In September of each year a questionnaire is sent out from the 
State Department of Education, requesting the number of pupils that 
have not returned to school and the reason for leaving. The majority 
who leave do so because they have become discouraged, and I feel that 
the lack of reading ability is the basic cause of their discouragement. 
It is my desire to keep the number leaving as small as possible. There- 
fore, I make the recommendation that we employ a special teacher 
for Remedial Reading. 


There is a growing tendency to pass all children along in the 
elementary classes. If pupils’ grades are low but passing, they are 
promoted on trial. In case their grades are below passing, they often 
are transferred to the next higher class, in which case their work must 
remain of ‘the lower class level instead of meeting the requirements 
of the class in which they find themselves. If this process continues, 
there must come a time when the child meets a discouraging situation, 
realizing that ‘he is not achieving the grade level of his classmates. 
Only special help can solve his difficulty, so that he may advance 
satisfactorily. 


Usually the most serious problem is in reading and reading com- 
prehension. This difficulty may reflect in all cases of study and cause 
discouragement, since every subject requires reading comprehension 
for scholastic achievement. 


For this reason I am making the recommendation for a Remedial 
Reading ,teacher. This would be a person specially trained, a teacher 
expert in reading techniques, qualified to test, diagnose the nature of 
reading problems, and to teach small groups, Thus he would be able 
to help each child with his particular reading difficulties, and the num- 
ber of pupils who leave school because they are discouraged should 
be greatly reduced. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Library Committee— 
Mrs. Herbert M. Temple, Chairman; Mrs. Stephen Paine, Mrs. Robert

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P, Shepardson, and to Mrs. Orville D, Purdy, Librarian. 


This Committee and Mrs. Purdy have met with Mr. Roy, Super- 
intendent of Schools, Mr. Doyle, Miss Norma Stapleton and Miss Nancy 
Nolan, for the purpose of planning reading programs and interesting 
pupils in good reading material. During National Book Week classes 
were conducted to the Millis Library and taught how to look up books 
by use of the catalogue system, shown the magazine section and the 
new library books. Following Book Week the Library Committee met 
with the assembled Junior Senior High School. Two reels were shown 
' and Mrs. Temple talked to the assembly on the available material and 
_ the new books in the Millis Library. It is hoped that the work of the 

_ Committee and of the English teachers will promote a greater interest 
in reading worthwhile books. 


Activities 


On April 17 the Senior Class made their annual trip to Washing- 
ton, D. C. The class had been helped by an interested Parents’ Com- 
mittee, consisting of

The parents and class raised sufficient funds for the trip, 40 publish 
their Class Year Book, and a substantial gift to the school. Mr. Edward 
Tamuleviz and Miss Nancy Boggs were the chaperones. 


The student body voted Isaac Kramnick to represent our school 
on Good Government Day at the State House. 


The Junior Promenade and Senior Reception was held on May 10.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you my report of the Elementary 
grades, kindergarten through grade six, 


Since the writing of the last report, we have moved into our new 
_ quarters and they have been formally named the Clyde F. Brown 
School. The move was effected quickly and efficiently just before the 
Christmas vacation last year. With the cooperation and pre-planning 
of the staff, a satisfactory routine was soon operating. Our new sur- 
roundings have made working and learning more pleasant and are 
_ appreciated by the staff and pupils. 


Had we retained the same number of rooms that we had in the 
old quarters, there would have been one extra room in the new school; 
but when we moved, the two over-sized first grades were divided into 
three equal rooms. Thus, every room has been utilized since our arrival. 
_ As the year progressed, so did our enrolment. It became necessary this 
_ September to place the sixth grade back in the High School. Looking 
_ ahead to next year, it is apparent that we shall require three rooms 
_ beyond those which the new building offers, for enrolment has con- 
_ tinued to rise. It is hoped that action will be taken so that all the ele- 
_ ™mentary grades may be soon housed under one roof for the sake of the 
children and to expedite the tasks of administration and supervision. 
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The proposed lengthening of the noon hour and elimination of the 
afternoon recess was carried out, reducing the confusion.and giving a 
larger block of effective class time for the afternoon. The noon time 
procedure was also reversed so that recess is first, a period of remov2! 
of wraps and wash, and then lunch followed by return to rooms is now 
the order. Healthfully and administratively the program met with 
success and has been continued this year. The children have been e2\ing 
more, eating it more slowly, and have had the opportunity to digest it 
properly. This plan also solves the problem of outer wraps which is 
inherent in the other system. 


A filing system of textbooks by grade and area was set up for 
economy, ease in ordering, and aid in determining those texts which 
should be considered for replacement because of age. It has proved 
beneficial and well-worth the effort even to the time of this writing. 


Based upon last year’s individual teacher requisitions, which mus? 
be kept in notebooks, I have started systematizing the ordering of 
supplies in order to approximate a per-pupil use of materials and thus 
effect a reasonable economy in this area. 


The fact that we have a new building and that each pupil has 4 
rightful share in it led me to set up a schedule of duties for the chil- 
dren, subject to the judgment of the teachers, which makes use of as 
many as possible in as many situations as feasible so we might develop 
pride in their school by active participation in its functioning and 
beautification. 


Battery achievement tests were administered in October again for 
diagnostic purposes in grades 3-6. Based upon last year’s results, 0°" 
only was individual difficulty attainable, but the need for new languace 
and science texts was indicated as well. Until such study could be m27e. 
language workbooks were introduced into these grades and master cony 
materials were added to our present supply to provide extra dr’), 
review, and testing material. The teachers have expressed their 
pleasure with them and are making good use of them. Meanwhile we 
have obtained specimen copies of language and science texts from the 
leading companies and are in the process of studying these now. I> 
order that our science program be more effective, we have also oh- 
tained two Science Kits with a quantity of materials to allow experi- 
mentation and observation by the children in the areas they will be 
studying. Only by seeing and doing can a science program live and be 
meaningful. For the older children I fee] that inexpensive gross and 
fine microscopes, specimens for observation, and battery-run motor and 


telegraph parts are needed to give the children stimulation in all areas 
of science, 


| 
| 
| 
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The new building offers a fine opportunity for exploiting audio- 
visual equipment. At present, however, we have only a second hand 
sound projector, a filmstrip projector and torn portable screen which 
must be shared with the High School, and few filmstrips. I earnestly 
Suggest a permanent 8’x10’ screen for the auditorium, a 60”x60” port- 
able screen for room showing of filmstrips, a filmstrip projector, and 
filmstrips in accord with our curriculum. A sound projector will be 
needed soon but the old one could be used for the remainder of this 
year. 


Near the close of last year, a report card study committee of par- 
ents and teachers was set up to discuss the acceptability of our present 
trial card. There was spirited discussion which indicated that a further 
refinement of the card will be necessary to convey to the parents a 
more accurate picture of the child’s progress, More meetings will be 
planned this year to reach a system which will meet with wider 
acceptance. 


To my knowledge, the first sixth grade organized baseball team 
was set up, coached by Mr. Tavalone and myself during physical edu- 
cation periods and after school. A series of four games was arranged 
for the boys—two at home and two away—with the towns of Norfolk 
and Walpole. Every boy who wished to participate was given an equal 
opportunity throughout the series since we felt that development of 
team play and sportsmanship were far more to be honored than a mere 
win. In our judgment the boys enjoyed this opportunity and proved 
themselves worthy of our trust in them. It is our desire to continue 
this addition next spring. 


Early in the year, with the assistance of the teachers and Miss 
Coldwell, we have had parents in to discuss several children with prob- 
lems. From these conferences we have gained the understanding and 
cooperation of most of the parents so that at present six children are on 
the waiting list of the Framingham Youth Center for professional help 
which we cannot give them. This was done with the fervent hope that 
Millis would choose to be a participant in this program. We firmly 
believe that the nominal cost weighed against the great assistance 
offered in this program will prove no barrier to our participation, 


We were very glad to assist the Millis Library Trustees this year 
in establishing such a successful summer reading program. A meeting 
with Miss Quinn, Children’s Librarian in Walpole, was arranged for 
Mrs. Temple from whch she received encouragement and suggestions. 
Our display facilities, auditorium, rooms, and active assistance were 
offered to and used by the trustees not only for this program, but for 
Book Week as well. At this time we are also encouraging the children 
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to enjoy the story hour to be established this month on Saturday morn- 
ings at the library. Such active cooperation by library and school staffs 
must surely result in better reading by the children, better ability to 
select good reading, and better development of the skills necessary in 
other phases of their school work. 


This year we have continued the parent-teacher conferences in 
place of the first report card. Once more we have had a fine response 
but this has been achieved only over a period of a full month or more. 
Such a lengthy period for conferences necessitates our having to start 
them before a teacher has had sufficient time to observe a child and his 
work and prolonging them for such a length of time as to be exhausting 
to the teacher. In most cases a teacher is engaged in conferences for an 
hour beyond the end of school and distracted by the bus children. I 
would, therefore, earnestly request released time for these conferences. 
May I respectfully suggest that during American Education Week 
there be only a morning session for the children and the afternoon be 
devoted entirely to conferences. This would give the teacher ample 
time to observe each child, collect specimen work, have our achieve- 
ment test results available to parents, and be far less tiring to the 
teacher. 


To facilitate these conferences and assure coverage of the important 
matters, the faculty has cooperated in setting up a list of pertinent 
questions to be answered by parent and teacher. This helps to prevent 
a conference from becoming a discussion of trivia and serves as a base 
to which the teacher can return should there be a digression. The 
question and answer sheet is then put in the child’s folder to assist his 
next teacher in her work with him. 


In relation to reporting to parents, we have also instituted an in- 
terim report which is sent as a warning between report cards to afford 
parents the opportunity of assisting our efforts for their child who is 
having difficulty in class work. Parents who have received such notices 
have been most appreciative of the school’s efforts. The reports will be 
continued this year. 


To assure the children that we are interested in them as indi- 
viduals, I have made it a practice to call the homes and inquire of the 
health of those who are absent for three days. Some homes, of course, 
do not have telephones and the press of business is too great at times to 
carry this out as I would hope to do. Those whom I have contacted, 
however, appreciate the kindness sufficiently to warrant its continuance. 


Another program attempted last year which was most rewarding 
was that of taking those boys with serious social problems fishing on 
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Saturdays. We would take a lunch and go fishing at some quiet pond. 
During our stay we would talk over problems and attempt to get a 
proper perspective once more. Such enjoyable moments helped to show 
where we were erring in our approach and to show the boy how he 
could help better his situation. The results were most gratifying and 
should be continued whenever possible. 


We have prepared a new specimen life folder for the elementary 
school records based upon the suggestions of the staff. This folder would. 
be less wieldy than the present form, would contain information more 
in keeping with the teachers’ needs for assisting the child, and reduce 
the clerical work required of the old form. It is hoped that it will 
receive serious consideration for our supply of old forms is now 
depleted. 


Our Memorial Day observance was held last year around the flag 
pole in front of the building. Each grade participated in the exercises. 
as well as Rev. Howland and Rev. Parsons and Mr. Doyle for the 
American Legion. The Veterans’ Day program was held this year in 
the auditorium. Each grade again took part as well as the clergy. Par- 
ents were invited and there was a fine attendance. Parents were also: 
invited to observe in the classrooms during American Education Week. 
Many took advantage of this opportunity. 


In an attempt to keep the public better informed of our activities 
at school, we have made good use of the local press. Copy of our impor- 
tant programs has been sent to the three papers in the area. Their 
cooperation in entering this material has been most gratifying. 


During cold and inclement weather, when it is necessary for the 
children to be indoors before the start of school, we have played 
classical, semi-classical, and children’s stories and music. It is our hope 
that by so doing we might encourage a better understanding and love 
of good music. The children enjoyed this and looked forward to it. 


Again this year we have encouraged the saving stamp program. We: 
have extended it to the first grade level as well. At this writing the 
children have invested over $200.00 in stamps. This is 100% increase 
over that invested during a similar period last year. We are pleased to 
foster a spirit of thrift in the children and are appreciative of the 
teachers’ acceptance of this extra clerical job so graciously. 


We have continued to add new materials and educational games, 
more library books to the room libraries, and an encyclopedia which 
has since been found too difficult for elementary level. This set has 
been given to the High School. To replace it I respectfully suggest the 
World Book Encyclopedia because of its clarity, adjusted vocabulary, 
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accuracy, coverage of material, attractiveness, and teaching units. To 
give further impetus to our beginning readers in the first grade, we 
have also added seven sets of ten each—pre-primers, primers, first 
readers, and parallel first readers—from other leading companies so 
that there may be fresh material and new situations to provide the 
review, drill, and rapidity of reading sought at this level. We feel that 
this material, of the same basic vocabulary and difficulty as our own 
system, offers a challenge and interest not to be gained from mere 
review of texts already read. 


In closing my report, I wish to thank the School Committee, the 
Superintendent of Schools, the faculty, and all others who have assisted 
me so generously and cheerfully in my work for the children. I am 
sincerely grateful for the cooperation I have received.

REPORT ON THE GUIDANCE PROGRAM 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit the annual report on guidance activities at the 
Millis junior-senior high school. Our guidance program is functioning 
in excellent manner. We are attempting to develop an organized service 
designed to give systematic aid to our pupils as a guide in making 
adjustments to the various problems they must inevitably meet whether 
it be educational, vocational, health, moral, social or personal. 


As another forward step in this direction we instituted this year 
what we call a “guidance workshop” for the senior class. One full period 
a week is devoted to this wherein discussion is held on present pupil 
problems or future ones. The students then spend some time investi- 
gating vocations or if they intend to further their education they pour 
over college catalogues, An outstanding feature of this service is a 
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study and investigation of desirable personality. Further development 
of this program is contemplated with a view of extending it to the 
freshman class. 


Our regular testing program was carried out as usual. Achieve- 
ment tests were administered in the junior high and the Boston Uni- 
versity Battery to the juniors. I might point out that this service will 
no longer be available and beginning in 1955-56 we shall be forced ~ 
to administer the battery ourselves. The A. C. E. Psychological Exami- 
nation was administered to both freshmen and seniors and the United 
States Employment Service battery to the seniors who planned to enter 
the labor market on graduation. 


Representatives of colleges, universities, business and technical 
schools visited us at various times throughout the year and several 
films on college life and industry were shown. 


Individual counseling is given to all seniors as well as to other 
pupils when the occasion demands and time permits. However, what 
we term “corridor counseling” is a constant process. 


I wish to thank you for the instant cooperation you have always 
rendered as well as Mr. Brown and the faculty without whose help our 
program would falter.

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REPORT ON GIRLS AND ELEMENTARY PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superindent of Schools: 


For all general purposes, we may define Physical Education as a 
procedure used in education to bring about useful changes in human 
conduct to result in a more wholesome and better integrated personality. 
Though it may be said that it is developing the physical make-up of 
the individual, at the same time, it is a means of educating the whole 
individual. 


The major purposes of Physical Education then become identical 
with the purposes of all education. It aims at the same general out- 
comes as do the other departments in a given schoo] system. In the 
main it must be considered educational, the only difference being the 
content used, and the scope and extent of the results. 


In the Clyde F. Brown Elementary School the children are taught 
the varied activities of their age level such as: rhythms, mimetics, 
stunts, tumbling, relay games, games of low and high organization, and 
folk and square dancing. 


The Junior-Senior High School program consists of field hockey, 
volleyball, stunts and tumbling, folk and square dancing, conditioning 
exercises, basketball, softball and other varied activities. Each girl in 
the Junior-Senior High school reports to class two periods a week in full 


uniform; that is, gym suit and sneakers, and at the end of the period, 
takes a shower. 


At the High School level both an intramural and interscholastic 
schedule is carried on in the varied sports for after-school activities. 
Basketball, which is considered most important by the girls, functions 
for the longest period of time. Each year between November and 


February about fifty girls practice for or participate in games with the 
surrounding towns. 


It is my hope that the physical and recreational values gained 
through Physical Education will help in making well-rounded and 
mature adults out of the youth of Millis.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


} Again I submit my report of the school health program which I 
_ hope has a part in helping our children grow to adult life healthier and 
happier. 
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In the fall 580 pupils were examined by Dr. Zalvan, our School 
Physician. Most of the defects found were slight and required no special 
attention. The parents were notified regarding any health problems 
which needed to be checked, so that corrective steps could be taken. 


As part of the elementary school health program parents were 
invited to be present for this examination. At this time 175 children © 
were examined. Dr. Zalvan and I were most pleased to have 110 mothers, 
fathers and other relatives respond to this invitation. Dr. Zalvan also — 
told the parents about any conditions noted when 27 of the Junior- — 
Senior High School children were checked. This conference provides 
an excellent opportunity for the parent, doctor and nurse to discuss 
the physical findings of the children. Many of the conditions are minor 
in nature and a few suggestions are sufficient to help the parent remedy 
the situation. For those whose problems are more serious it is suggested 
that the child be treated by the family doctor or at a clinic where proper 
remedial steps can be taken. 


In October the Norfolk County Hospital Mobile Unit conducted a 
chest X-ray clinic at the High School. Thirty-one pupils were X-rayed 
including the Seniors and the football squad. Twenty-two faculty mem- 
bers, cafeteria workers, and custodians were also done. These X-rays 
are made possible by your purchase of Christmas Seals. 


At the Pre-Schoo] Registration in May Dr. Zalvan examined 55 
children. Fifty-three of them were entered in Kindergarten in Septem- 
ber and the other two were admitted to Grade 1, This Registration Day 
has several objectives: 


1. To examine the child and ascertain if he is in good health or if 
there is any condition requiring treatment. 


2. To afford the mother and child an opportunity to meet those 
members of the school personnel who will work most closely 
with the youngster when school begins. 


3. To help the school administrators determine the number of 
incoming Kindergarten and Grade 1 children. 


Another spring clinic is our Immunization Clinie sponsored jointly 
by the Millis Board of Health and the Millis Visiting Nurse Association. 
Eighteen children received the initial series of Triple Antigen injec- 
tions. These triple injections are for Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and 


Tetanus. One hundred and fifteen children received a booster injection 
of the Triple Antigen, 


Also in May and June 117 children in Grades 1 and 2 received the 
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first dose of Salk (Polio) Vaccine. Additiona] Clinics will be dependent 
upon when the vaccine is released to us. 


Dental Clinics are held each Wednesday morning when school is in 
session. However, due to our increased enrollment it is not possible to 
check all classes yearly. We will do as many children as we can, but 
do not neglect your child’s teeth while you wait for a dental report 
from school, Last year our Clinics were curtailed even more since the 
- dental equipment had to be moved from one building to another. 


Thirty Dental Clinics were held during the year. The following is 

_ @ summary of our work. One hundred and forty-one children received 

van X-ray and oral examination. Of these 56 received some dental care 

at the Clinic. The work completed included 198 restorations in perma- 

nent teeth of which 45 were porcelain fillings. Fifty-one temporary 

_ teeth were filled. It was necessary to extract 11 permanent and 7 tempo- 
rary teeth. Fifty-three children had their teeth cleaned. 


At some time during the school year each child receives a Vision 
and Audiometer (Hearing) test. Parents of children failing either test 
‘were notified. These tests are very helpful in screening children with 
vision and hearing defects. However, it must always be understood 
that these are merely screening processes and not all problems are 
picked up at the time of the examination. If parents keep this in mind 

they will realize that even though a child may have passed the test 
when it was given, a vision or hearing loss can occur following illness 
or due to many varying factors. Thus, if you detect signs or symptoms 
of vision or hearing loss in your child it would be well to have the child 
checked by a qualified person. 


For the past two years several Millis people have been attending 
meetings in Framingham. The purpose of these meetings was to estab- 
lish the Framingham Area Mental Health Association and to make 
plans for the establishing of a Youth Guidance Center for our area. 


In March it was the privilege of these interested Millis people to 
become charter members of this organization and to help formulate 
‘some of the policies which will govern it. 


This summer a staff was appointed and office space was made 
available for the Center. 


To insure that this Youth Guidance Center continue to function 
several factors must be considered. 


1. Each participating town must bear its share of the maintenance 
cost for office space and clerical help. 
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2. It is hoped that organizations within the town will help us by 
donating money for office equipment and other supplies needed 
for the Center. If an organization is not financially able to give 
a large donation, gifts of books, toys, ete. are much needed for 
the children to play with while waiting for their appointments. 


3. The active participation of our townspeople is needed. Members 
from our community are most necessary in order that Millis be 
represented on the various committees and policy-making board 
of the Center. Any interested persons please contact me and Ill 
be glad to let you know when the meetings are. Those of us 
who work in the school system whether in the education or 
health fields have long felt the need for the help which can be 
obtained through the Center. Several children from Millis have 
already been referred to the Center and our future use of these 
facilities will depend upon our meeting our obligations for its 
support, both by aiding with equiping it and financing it.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN | 
A 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In accordance with our present program of examination of the 
school children, we examined, this year, the entire Junior and Senior 
High Schools, numbering 228, and the alternate grades in the Elemen- 
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School, numbering 352. In the latter, 110 parents accepted the op- 
portunity to be present at, and discuss the findings of, physical examina- 
tions of more than 200 pupils or about two-thirds of the total examined 
in the Elementary School. Although parents are not invited to the ex- 
aminations at the High School, problem cases are discussed with them. 
We are very pleased with the results of this program, for it is evident 
that the parents are very cooperative and the children are profiting 
greatly. The number of children having no significant physical defects 
has risen to about 35% of the total examined, and we are happy to find 
that defects found previously have been corrected or are being carefully 
treated. 


Again, this year, we were fortunate in having no serious injuries 
in athletics; we truly appreciate the cooperation of the coaching staff. 
Although the cafeteria is now divided between the two schools and re- 
‘quires more help and more supervision, the program is going well. There 
‘Was no contagion at the schools, although this year Millis had five cases 
of poliomyelitis, the dread disease that proved to be so disastrous in 
Massachusetts as a whole. 


Perhaps it is not known that the Millis Board of Health, with the 
assistance of the Visiting Nurse Association, annually sponsors a series 
of immunization clinics; the last series gave protection against whooping 
cough, diptheria, and tetanus to 133 children. This year, the Board of 
Health sanctioned the Salk Polio Vaccine program in which the child- 
ren were to be given free inoculations against poliomyelitis. The medi- 
cal Department of the Millis Consolidated Schools gave the first injec- 
tion to 117 children with no adverse reactions in any one. Unfortunately, 
@ vaccine used elsewhere was found to be faulty and was blamed for the 
outbreak of several cases of paralytic polio. The Salk program was, 
therefore, stopped throughout the U.S., and at this time, Massachusetts 
is one of two states that has not yet resumed it. The State Polio Advisory 
Committee based their decision on the findings that some batches of 
vaccine, in spite of testing, still contained live virus that could potential- 
ly cause paralytic polio or effect a “carrier” state ina recipient. It is fer- 
vently hoped that this confusion will be cleared up in the very near fu- 
_ture, so that the Salk Vaccine Program, which has proved itself very 
effective, may be resumed. 


At this time we wish to thank our school nurse, Miss Myrtle Cold- 
well, the faculty, the parents, the school committee, and the Board of 
Health for their cooperation and assistance during this past year.

After 
complete x-ray examinations notices were sent home, stating the cor- 
rective dental work needed, and many parents elected to have this wo 
done at the school Clinics. Thirty Clinics in all were held under he 
sponsorship of the Millis Board of Health. 


Fifty-six children were treated with the following work: Perma 


Cleanings - 53; Extractions - Permanent teeth 11; Temporary teeth - 7. 


The x-ray machine has been of great value in our work at school 
and I would like to see its use extended to the higher grades. This, o 
course, would involve more time and work for Miss Coldwell and my- 
self. Perhaps we can evolve some way of doing this, just so that parents 
of older children can be notified of the presence of dental defects. 


I wish to extend my thanks to Miss Coldwell, the Board of Health 
and the school authorities for their assistance in cooperation during the 
past year.

REPORT OF RECREATIONAL PROGRAM 


‘To the Citizens of Millis: 


For the fourth successive year the citizens of Millis were fortunate 
in having a carefully planned, organized, and conducted program of re- 
creation. It was under the supervision of the following qualified and 
experienced supervisors: Miss Florence Gilboy of Millis and Mr. Edward 
Charland of Medway. 


The program was conducted for a five week period during July and 
August. The children had swimming for two weeks and supervised play 
and craft activities in the park for the remainding three weeks. 


Once again, the swimming classes were conducted at Dug Pond in 
Natick. An approximate number of one hundred sixty children attended 
daily. Attendance was very regular. Due to the increase in the popu- 
lation of Millis there was a decided increase in the number of children 
attending swimming classes. Thus, this necessitated the scheduling of 
an extra bus trip each day. As a result of the excellent instructions re- 
ceived, many children qualified for beginners’ and swimmers’ pins. The 
number of children enrolled in these two aforementioned classes made it 
impossible to give junior life saving and life saving for the one or two 
desiring to be instructed. 


The supervised play program in the park was very successful and 
there was an average of one hundred children present-daily. The older 
children had supervised games, relays, and competitive sports while 
the younger children had games, relays, coloring, story hour, and sim- 
ple craft activities. The program schedule of 9:00 A. M. to 12:00 noon 


was planned and organized in such a way as to allow for individual dif- 
ferences and interests, 


‘ 
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The whole recreation program was most successful. The children en- 
joyed it and there was always the spirit of “controlled freedom” which 
was apparent to all interested citizens who visited the swimming class- 
es and playground. 


However, as in any growing civic movement there is always a 
means of improving a program. First, the number of children enrolled 
‘in the swimming classes has shown a marked increase since the program 
began—almost doubled. Thus, it is extremely difficult for two instruct- 
_ ors to supervise safety of the children on the bus and at the beach, check 
locker problems, and organize and discipline classes when there are so 
many children. It should be noted here that it is really quite a respon- 
sibility for any two people no matter how qualified they may be. 


Second, a recommendation concerning the playground. This year 
the playground equipment—slide, see-saws, swings, and jungle gym— 
’ ‘were moved to the area close to the new elementary school. This proved 
to be somewhat of a problem in that the area was not cleared of stumps, 
underbrush, etc. at that time. As a result, many children suffered minor 
. cuts and bruises. However, once a clean-up program takes place the 
area will be most satisfactory and adequate. 


We trust the aforementioned will be considered as recommendations 
for future consideration—thus, ways to improve the present recreation 
program. The increase in enrollment in our schools has likewise affect- 

, ed enrollment in the recreation program. This should be looked upon 
as a definite indication of the worth of the program. Let’s keep such an 
active program “alive” by improving it. They are your children—the 
best is not too good! It is hoped that you as citizens will endeavor to con- 
tinue your wonderful spirit of cooperation and enthusiasm for such a 

' worthwhile program.
